The Office Action dated October 17, 2002 has been received and carefully noted. 
The period for filing a response having been extended from January 17, 2003 to April 17, 
2003, by the attached Petition for Extension of Time, the following remarks, are submitted 
as a full and complete response thereto. 


No amendments were made in this response, and therefore no new matter has 
been added. Thus, claims 1-38 are pending in the present application and are respectfully 
submitted for reconsideration. 

Claims 1-8, 11, 13-21, 24, 26-33, 36 and 38 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Shikama (U.S. Patent No. 5,285,287) in view of Suzuki et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,379,010 B1, hereinafter "Suzuki"). In making this rejection, the Office 
Action took the position that Shikama teaches all the features recited in the rejected claims 
except for "a polarization direction of at least one color component out of the image light
